Caught by the Flames in a 
Tower. 


Thirty Chicago Fireman 
Perish. 


Others are Killed by Jumping 
to Roofs Below. 


A BIG FIRE NEAR THE WORLD'S PAIR. 


Flames Surround the Firemen at Work— 
Twenty Thousand People Stand 
‘Horror Stricken—A Defec- 
tive Chimney. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

CHICAGO, July 10.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) A fire broke out in the 
cold storage warehouse just south of 
the Sixty-fourth street gate of the 
World's Fair today. About thirty fire- 
men were caught on the high roof, the 
fire breaking out beneath them, and all 
were burned to death. Three jumped 
from the top of the tower, fully 125 
feet from the ground nd were killed. 

The fire started at the top of a cupola 
which rises fully 200 feet from the 
ground. Through this cupola a chim 
ney passes. The cupalo was made of 
wood, highly ornamented with columns 
and pillars. Near the top was a land- 
ing. The fire broke out thirty feet 
above this. As soon as the firemen 
arrived thirty-five or forty of them 
climbed up the ladders’ to the landing 
and were preparing to throw streams 
of water on the burning portion, when 
the fire, which had eaten its way inside 
to.a point below where the firemen 
stood, broke out with violent ferocity 
on all sides. 

A HORRIBLE SIGHT. 

An exclamation of horror broke from 
the lips of 20,000 people gathered about 
the building to see the fire. Five men 
saved themselves by sliding down ropes. 
Before the others could follow the fire 
burned away the ropes. Those who 
remained huddled together on the north 
side of the cupola. It was beyond the 
reach of any ladders, and the crowd 
stood horror-stricken and helpless to 
aid. 

The flames leaped higher and higher 
until the men were almost concealed 
from view. At. this moment one of 
the firemen aprang far out, and was 
dashed to pieces on the roof sixty feet 
below. Ancther and another followed 
his example and met the same fate. 
When five had jumped, the upper por- 
tion of the cupola gave way and the 
remaining firemen were swallowed up 
in a mass of burning timbers. Mean- 
time every effort had been made to ex- 
tinguish the fire, the most of which 
was above the reach of streams. The 
entire building was destroyed. It cost 
$250,000, and was stored with wines, 
meats and fruits. The total loss will 
be $500,000. It was built by the Her- 
cules Iron Works, manufacturers of 
refrigerating machinery. 

It is reported that three women and 
several clerks in the office on the third 
floor were crushed by the falling cu- 
pola. A strong wind was blowing from 
the north. If the flames had veered 
to the west they would have swept di- 
rectly into the Administration building. 
The cupola in falling carried the third 
floor down to the second. 

COULD NOT REACH THEM. 

A short time after the fire broke out, 
between fifty and seventy-five firemen 
were on the roof of the building. Soon 
the roof was seen to cave in in some 
places, and firemen on the top fell to 
the ground. Some sstill had a safe 
footing, however, and ladders were put 
up and an effort made to take them 
down, but the fire was so hot that it was 
almost sure death for those below to 
attempt to mount the ladders to help 
thetr fellow-firemen. Some braved the 
terrible heat, however, and succeeded 
in taking down several. A poor fel- 
low, Murphy by name, was taken 
down, but died on the way to the hos- 


} pital. 


Inside of the grounds the flames 
were confined to a warehouse and 
stable. Other World’s Fair buildings 
were not damaged. Had the wind been 
from the south or west, most of the 
fair buildings would have been de- 
stroyed. | 

At 4:15 p.m. the fire was practically 
out, but it was impossible to give a 
definite idea of the actual loss of life 
until the ruins could be pulled over and 
the complete roll of firemen be checked. 
A report gained circulation after the 
fire was under control that, besides 
several Columbian guards, there were 
a number of visitors to the fair in the 
building at the time of the fire, and 
that they probably perished. The 
truth of this rumor will not be known 
until the ruins are thoroughly searched. 
The building has been on fire on two 
previous occasions, and each time the 
flame? were discovered itn the tower. 
Chief Sweeney had made a thorough 
examination of the structure, and de- 
cided it was not properly built. The 
chimney did not reach high enough, 
and he had ordered changes made in it. 


A TOWER OP DEATH. 


Firemen Drop from a Dizzy Height inte 
Depths of Flames. 

CHICAGO, July 10,—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) The fear that has ex- 
isted for months in the minds of the 
citizens of Chicago found realization to- 
day in a frightful fire at the world’s 
Fair that claimed nearly two score vic- 
tims, and which for a time threatened 
the destruction of the entire White 
City. The disaster was all the more 
dreadful because of its sudden trans- 
formation from an innocent flame into 
a deathly catastrophe. The structure 
that was burned was the cold storage , 
warehouse, one of the smallest buildings 
of the fair, but not belonging to the 
exposition. It was theeexhibit of the 
Hercules Iron Works, an ice and ape 4 
erating machinery manufacturing co 
pany. The building contained - 
ing rink, three 120-ton ice machines, 
some forty barrels of linseed oil, which 
added fuel to the flame, and there was 
also stored large quantities of meat, 
fruit, etc. That the fire was not com- 


buildings is due to the favorable winds. 

The scene of horror was witnessed by 
many thousand people who flocked to 
the locality when the alarm was 
sounded, and strong inen weptand wo- 
men fainted as one aftcr another of the 
firemen were sntiffed out within full 
view of the multitude but beyond the 
reach of Human aid. 

ONLY THIRTY MINUTES. 

The fire wa@ hot generally observed 
until 1:15 p.m., and within thirty min- 
utes a great loss of life had occu 
At the first signal, firemen rushed up 
the huge shaft surrounding the smoke- 
stack, and when at the summit hegan 
preparations to fight the flames, which 
first appeared at this point. Before the 
hose could be coupled a cry of horror 
from the crowd below caused the fire- 
men to look down. For the whole dis- 
tance below they were encircled with 
flames. 

The men stood stolidl? for a moment 
in full realigation of their danger. 
Then one grasped a rope. which was 
lowered for the purpose of raising the 


hose, and half sliding, half. falling. 
reached the roof, hinety feet below, in 
a bruised and burned condition but 


still alive. The crowd below became 
wild with excit@ment, and weeping wo- 
men and frenzied men rushed around 
wringing their hands and moaning in 
anguish over their inability to render 
aid. Suddenly every eye was turned 
upward by the préparations of one fire- 
man to jump. He gave a quick, spas- 
modic leap, and then turned over half 
a dozen times before he struck the roof, 
ninety feet below. When the body 


struck the there was a frightful 
crash and it nded far up again into 
the air. 


From this time on bodies rained from 
the steeple, as, after the first wild leap, 
one man after another jumped in quick 
succession as the flames closed in from 
below and the heat became more in- 
tense. The very horror of death 
rivited every eye to the scene, and 
while mém and women shouted hys- 
terically, the gtards were almost pow- 
erless to keep thé crowd away from 
danger. 

A VERITABLE FIRE TRAP. 

As a fire trap the cold storage ware- 
house could not have been more per- 
fectly constructed. It was 250 feet long, 
150 feet Wide, and made of wood covered 
with staff. The main body of the build- 
ing was five stories high. In the center 
rose a smoke-stack in the shape of a 
cupola, 200 feet high. Its base was 
about thirty feet square, and ninety 
feet up there was a balcony from which 
rose a tower culminating in the mouth 
of the smoke-stack, where the fire was 
first discovered. In the interior of the 
tower were wooden beams and frame- 
work on which staff was laid. 

t is supposed that the frame-work 
around the mouth of the chimney 
caught fire from a defect in the flue. 

At first it appeared an insignificant 
affair, but knowing the inflammable na- 
ture of the structure Fire Marshal 
Murphy calle@? t)-e “ompanies out. 

THE DEPARTMENTS TASK. 
With about forty men Capt. Fitz- 


patrick climbed the ladders inside” of. 


the tower to the balcony, and from 
there ropes. were lowered to haul up the 
hose. One had been gotten up, when 
the wind caused the flames to break 
out in an alarming manner, about ten 
feet from the top of the cupola. Mean- 
time the fire had eaten its way down 
inside of the structure, and the all un- 
conscious firemen were standing on the 
shell of a burning volcano. 

The fire was burning scarcely twenty 
minutes, when , suddenly the flames 
burst out and around the base of the 
balcony in a perfect fury. So terrible 
was the spectacle that the crowd stood 
transfixed with horror. 
powerless to aid the unfortunate men 
imprisoned on the balcony 150 feet from 
the ground. All ropes hanging from 
the tower were burned away. 

One hose withstood the heat, hew- 
ever, and John Davis caught hold of it 
and slid down to the main roof where 
he fainted. His face and hands were 
terribly burned by the flames which en- 
veloped him as he came down. He was 
taken to the hospital, and physicians 
say he will recover. Two of his fellow- 
firemen attempted to follow him, but 
before they were half way down the 
hose gave way and they dropped into 
a seething mass of fire and were lost. 
Another man started down a portion of 
the rope hanging from the tower, but 
it gave way and he fell, striking on his 
head, and was instantly killed. There 
now remained, according to the count 
of various spectators, twenty-five or 
thirty men on the tower. They were 
hopelessly beyond human help, the 
longest ladder falling short by full 
thirty feet. 

At this terrible moment Capt. Fitz- 
patrick’s tall form appeared in front 
of the men, who huddled together on 
the narrow balcony. He seemed to be 
addressing his brave followers. As he 
ceased speaking, one of the men crept 
around the burning balcony and re- 
turned’ a. moment later with a rope. 
It was hastily fastened to the railing 
around the bali yny and thrown to the 
roof. Fitzpatric <« was seen to point to 
it, and a man started to slide down, 
but ere one-half of the way was made 
the cruel flames rolled up and he was 
swallowed in the awful volcano. 
Another tried it,, and met the same 
fate. One after another, five of the 
men at this point sprang from the 
balcony to the roof. If any survived 
the awful leap. they were burned to 
death afterwards. 

FITZV’ATRICK TRIES IT. 

The rope was burned off about half 
way down, but Fitzpatrick, seeing the 
men jumping to their doom, seized the 
strand, and started down. He dropped 
from the end of the rope and caught on 
a ladder which was raised to within 
twenty feet of it. Fire Marshal Mur- 
phy, who was on the roof, sprang for- 
ward and soon reached Fitzpatrick. 
A shout of admiration and encourage- 
ment went up. The heroic marshal 
Started back with his friend, but was 
enveloped in flames. With the energy 
of despair, he clutched his comrade 
and slid down t>e ladder. Both Mur- 
phy and Fitzpat:ick were unconscious 
when picked up: the former, however, 
was not serious) urt, but Fitzpatrick 
is not expected t. survive the night. 

Scarcely twenty-five, minutes had 
elapsed since the fire was discovered, 
but so rapid hai been the progress, 
that the entire tower burned away 
and fell with an awful crash, carrying 
with it the unfortunates who were 
left in the balcony, and several fire- 
men who were playing on the flames 
with the ‘hose from the roof. .As the 
firemen fied from the roof, one of them 
picked up the mangled form of one of 
the unfortunates who jumped from the 
balcony, am& dropped it to the ground, 
thus saving it from cremation. Seeing 
it was a hopeless task to attempt to 
‘save the building, and as all who es-

firemen directed efforta to kéep the 
flames from spreading further. They 
had already reached the World's Fair 
. and the roofs of several hotels 
across Stony Island avenue, just out- 
side of the grounds, were on fire.. The 
hotels were saved with difficulty, but 
the stables were destroyed. Less than 
two hours after the fire started, the 
cold storage warehousq was a smok- 
ing ruin. It is doubtful if any bodies 
will ever be recovered, so serious and 
terrific was the heat. 

A complete and accurate list of the 
dead is difficult to obtain, and not even 
the officers of the department will 
know who is lost until after a roll-call 
tonight. 

THE KOARD AND INJURED. 

The following is a list of the dead 
and*injured, as far as is known at 10 
o'clock. The work at the burned build- 
ing is being carried on in darknées, 
owing to the destruction of the electric 
light wires. Six bodies, burned beyond 
recognition, have been taken from the 
debris since & o'clock.

THE BUILDING UNSAFE. 

A few weeks ago Marshall Murphy 
inspected the burned building and re- 
ported it to be extremely unsafe. On 
account of his report, the insurance 
companies cancelled all risks on it, so 
the loss is complete. President Higin- 
botham said the Council of Administra- 
tion never was ativised that the con- 
struction of the tower was hazardous. 
“We're all overwhelmed by the awful 
suddenness and horror of the affair,”’ 
he said, ‘“‘but I suppose it will be con- 
ceded that the exposition is innocent 
from blame as to the fire.’’ 

When the fire: broke out there were 
large numbers of visitors in the build- 
ing looking at the ice machines and 
other exhibits. When the firemen 
rushed in there was a wild rush for the 
stairways and exits. In the excite- 
ment a number of people were thrown 
down and badly bruised, though, as far 
as known, none Were seriously injured. 
It is reported by some of the Colum- 
bian guards that a number of women 
lost their lives in the building. The 
firemen discredit the story, but tonight 
a lady's watch was found on a body so 
badly burned that it was impossible to 
tell whether it was that of a man or a 
woman. 

INSPECTION OF. FAIR BUILDINGS. 

Messages of sympathy from the chiefs 
of fire departments all over the country 
were received by Chief Sweeney. Mayor 
Harrison was almost overcome when he 
heard of the calamity, but finally said: 
“Well, this has settled one thing, the 
city of Chicago is going to assume con- 
trol over the fair bulldings as far as 
protecting life is concerned, and at 
once. Tomorrow morning I will see 
that all buildings are carefully in- 
spected, and wherever changes neces- 
sary for the safety of the people are 
found advisable they must be made. 
These things must be looked to, and 
they will be, if it takes every police of- 
ficer in Chicago. It is a little late now, 
but the city will take no more chances.” 
A relief fund was started by the Coun- 
cil of Administration as soon as the ex- 
tent of the disaster became known, and 
in less than thirty minutes $2000 was 
subscribed, and contributions continue 
to pour in.

THE PAILURE OF A BIG DENVER FIRM. 


The Chamberiain Investment Company Em- 
barrassed—Outgrowth of the Baring 
Troubles—A Colonial Financial 
Institution Closes.

WINNEMUCCA (Nev.,) July 10.—(By 


the Associated Press.) The chairman of 
the State Central Committee of the 8Sil- 
ver party of Nevada has issued the fol- 
lowing call: “The gold bugs, with 
Grover Cleveland at their head, are 
making the most determined efforts to 
have the Sherman law repealed at the 
extra session of Congress, and a gold 
standard permanently fixed upon this 
country. Intimidation and bribery and 
executive threats are their weapons. 
The friends of silver in nearly all of 
our sister States are energetically or- 
ganizing for the conflict. Shall Nevada 
lag behind? She waa foremost of all 
the States in her loyalty to the silver 
cause in the late Presidential cam- 
paign. It is time she was heard from 
in the present crisis. 

“Let every silver club in the State 
and every election . precinct meet 
in convention in their respective loral- 
ities, and pass resolutions in earnest 
protest against the repeal of the Sher- 
man law, unless a free coinage Dill be 
substituted, and forward the same to 
our senators and representatives in 
Congress. It has been suggested that a 
State convention be called, but, on ac- 
count of the great expense such a con- 
vention would entail upon the dele- 
gates, and because it is better to have 
an expression of the people in each 
neighborhood in mass - meeting, we 
most earnestly urge the adoption of the 
latter plan, arid, to secure unanimity 
of action, we advise such meetings be 
held on Saturday, July 15. It is of the 
highest importance that Nevada shall 
be represented at the meeting of the 
American Bi-metallic League, to be con- 
vened at Chicago August 1, and we sug- 
gest that the silver leagues of each 
county, so far as is possible, Mame a 
delegate to that meeting.”’ 


SHERMAN EXPLAINS. 


The History of the Act Bearing His Name 
Reviewed. 
WORCESTER (Mass.,) July 10.—(By 
the Associated Press.) In a letter to 
Congressman Walker, Senator Sher- 
man reviews the causes which led to 
the passage of the so-called Sherman 
silver purchase law. The Senator says 
the bill which passed the House pro- 
vided for the purchase of $4,500,000 
worth of silver at a gold value. The 
Senate, he says, struck out this provi- 
sion and provided for the free coinage 
of silver, or the purchase of all that 
was offered at the rate of 129 cents an 
ounce. “As conferees acting for the 
two houses,” he said “it was our duty 
to bring about an agreement, if prac- 
ticable, without respect to the individ- 
The result of the confer- 
ence was to reject free coinage, and to 
provide for the purchase of 4,500,000 
ounces of silver at its gold price, a less 
amount than was proposed by the 

House. 

“Another object I had in view was 
to secure the much-needed addition 
to our currency then being reduced 
by the compulsory retirement of na- 
tional bank notes on the payment of 
United States bonds. This would have 
been more wisely provided for by notes 
secured by both gold and silver, but 
such a provision could not then be se- 
cured. The reasons why we agreed to 
it was that it was the only expedient 


‘by which we could defeat the free coin- 


age of silver. Each of us regarded 
the measure proposed by the Senate as 
a practical repudiation of one-third of 
the debts of the United States and its 
people; as a substantial reduction in 
the wages of labor; as a debasement 
of our currency to a silver standard: 
as the demonetization of gold, and a 
sharp disturbance of all our business 
relations with the great commercial 
nations of the world. To defeat such 
policy, s0 pregnant with evil, I was 
willing to buy the entire product of 
the American silver mines at-its gold 
value.”’ 


A BIG FAILURE. 


One of the Largest Western Real Estate 
Firms Embarrassed. 

DENVER (Colo.,) July 10.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The Chamberlain 
Investment Company, one of the larg- 
est real estate tirms in the West, failed 
this morning. The liabilities, direct 
and contingent, are $2,362,118, of 
which $1,112,188 is direct. The 
nominal assets are $2,940,691. The 
failure was precipitated by an attach- 


_ment by the Denver Savings Bank. The 
Sheriff is in possession. 


Three-fourths 
of the liabilities are held in London. 
The company has other offices in New 
York, Fort Worth and San Antonio. 
Denver people suffer little by the fail- 
ure. 

President Chamberlain said that pre- 
vious to 1890 the company became 
largelv interested in real estate in 
Pueblo, Fort Worth, San Antonio, 
Spokane Falls, Helena and other cities, 
and in improving these properties it 
became necessary to build electric 
railways. In the midst of these opera- 
tions came the Baring failure in Lon- 
don, which threw the burden of these 
enterprises chiefly on the Chamberlain 
Company; this, with the failure of 
their client, who had made large 
purchases, owing tothe present finan- 
cial crisis, to make good their obliga- 
tions, resulting inthe company taking 
up their notes to prevent foreclosure, 
acted greatiy to the detriment of the 
company.

THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Teachers Announced for 
the Coming Year. 


The Full List for the Grammar 
and Primary Grades. 


The Staff That Will Conduct the 
High School. 


Prof. Foshay Elected Assistant Superintend- 
ent—A Comparatively Harmonious 
Meeting Held by the 
Board 


A full gallery and an equally full 
lobby greeted the Board of Education 
as its members took their places in the 
Council chamber last nig ht, some time 
after 8 o'clock. 

The formal roll-call and the reading 
of the minutes were carried on amid a 
distinct hush, broken only by an occa- 
sional muffied whisper. or squeakeof a 
fan. 

Mr. Platt moved that the board pro- 
ceed toelect a deputy city superintena- 
ent of schools for the next eleven 
months. 

After this motion had been seconded 
Mrs. Hughes asked if this proceeding 
was inorder. She had supposed that 
communications were the first to be 
taken up. The rules had not been sus- 
pended. 

A motion to suspend the rules was 
then voted on. The chair, after a Kt- 
tle hesitation, asked fora roll-call, and, 
it being taken, the motion was de- 
clared lost. There was a lively burst 
of applause from the gallery, which 
President Pepper asked should be si- 
lenced. 

Dr. Wills moved that the board pro- 
ceed with the regular order of business, 
and Mrs. Hughes introduced a resolu- 
tion which ‘stated that, whereas the 
present tightness of the financial situa- 
tion rendered necessary close economy, 
it was believed best that some reduc- 
tions should be made in the salaries 
contemplated for the teachers. The 
resolution then went on to give a de- 
tailed list of the salaries proposed to be 
paid. 

Mrs. Hughes moved the adoption of 
the resolution and Dr. Wills seconded it. 

After thus having cleared the way 
for discussion, President Trask rose to 
make some remarks. He said that he 
hoped this resolution would be lost. 
He did not know why it should be in- 
troduced at this time. A salary of 
$150 a month for the principal of the 
High School meant for him an annual 
income of $1350 peryear. This wasa 
smaller sum than was being paid for 
the same purpose at other cities about 
here. 

The board had at the last meeting 


unanimously adopted the schedule, and 


he could see no reason why some of the 
members of the, board had so soon 
changed their minds. 

Mrs. Hughes said ~~ if the board 
had made a mistake at [ts last meeting, 
as she believed it had, such mistake 
should .be corrected. The taxpayers 
were groaning under the taxes which 
they had to pay. Toraise the salaries 
at this time would be unwise. The 
board had come into office at a time 
when funds were short and it had to 
borrow monty. She wished to protest 
against this uncalled-for increase in its 
expenses. 

President Pepper suggested that the 
board could not now make this change 
in the salaries in this manner. [n order 
to make the change the vote by which 
the salaries had been previously fixed 
must be reconsidered. Action upon the 
resolution was thereupon postponed.

A communication was received from 
a publishing firm calling attention to 
what had been said at the previous 
meeting in reference to penmanship 
textbooks. 

Mr. Trask moved that the matter be 
referred to the Superintendent of 
Schools to ascertain whether the pro- 
ceeding by which the Spencerian sys- 
tem had been introduced was legal. 
Adopted. 

A number of applications for posi- 
tions as janitors was referred to the 
Janitors’ Committee. 

Taoe Committee on Buildings reported, 
recommendnig that bids be advertised 
for for heating and ventilating the 
HigtySchool building. Adopted. 

The various committees, respectively, 
were then called upon to report, but 
none of them responded, till the Com- 
mittee on Teachers and Salaries was 
called upon. 

Mr. Trask,.the chairman of this com- 
mittee, rose and read the report froma 
voluminous typewritten document. 
There was an almost breathless silence 
while the report of the committee was 
read. It follows: 


The Teachers’ Committee recommend that 
the following named be elected teachers in 
the Los Angeles city schools for the present 
school year ending June 30, 1894, or fora 
less time, as may be determined by this 
board, subject, nevertheless, to assign. 
ment. transfer and dismissal at the pleas- 
ure of the board for any reason that may’ 
seem proper orsumMcient to this board; sub- 
ject also to all rules and regulations now 
in force, or that may be hereafter adopted 
by this board for the government of the 
schools. 

Teachers who are assigned or transferred 
will take the salaries of the grade or posi~ 
tion to which they are assigned or trans. 
ferred, subject to the resolution of this 
board fixing the salaries tor the present 
school year. 

On or before September 1, 1893, each 
teacher elected to a positionin the schools of 
the city of Los Angeles must file with the 
secretary of the board a written acceptance 
of such election and of all the terms and 
conditions thereof, which said acceptance 
shall be in form aad words as follows:

The tailure of any teacher to file such 
written acceptance may be deemed a re- 
fusal or declination of the terms of this 
contract, and such election shall have no 
force or effect, and the board shall have 
the right te declare such positions yacant, 
and may proceed to elect teachers to fill 
the same.

Decree of Foreclosure on the 
Pacific Railway. 


The Mexican Aguilar Found Guilty 
as Charged. 


The George Matrimonial Tangle is Nearly 
Straightened Out—Judge Van Dyke's 
Opinion in the Martin-Smith 
Lease—Court Notes. 


Papers on transfer of the case of Eli 
H. Murray, receiver of the California 
Savings Bank of San Diego, vs. the 
American Surety Company of New 
York reached Clerk Van Dyke of the 
United States Circuit Court yesterday 
for filing. The action is one originally 
brought in the Superior Court of San 
Diego. The plaintiff, as receiver of the 
bank named, alleges that on July 1, 
1891, the defendant company, in con- 
sideration of $90 ng paid them, did 
execute and deliver a certain bond in 
the sum of $18,000, to make good and 
reimburse the savings bank for damage 
and loss that should or might bevysus- 
tained, of moneys or other personal 
property in possession of J. W. Col- 
lins, as vice-president of the bank, 
or by any act of fraud or dishonesty 
on his part committed while acting in 
the capacity of such an officer. The 
bond was issued to remain in effect for 
the period of one year. 

On the same date a similar instru- 
ment was drawn up wherein the de- 
fendant company agreed to be liable 
to the extent of $15,000 for any loss 
sustained to the bank through fraud 
or embezzlement of Fred T. Hall, their 
cashier. 

After the delivery of the bonds and 
before November 12 following, the 
claim is made that Collins and Hall 
deposited in the California National 
Bank moneys of the California Sav- 
ings Bank in the amount of $193,087.46, 
without required authority. On the 
last named date the national bank 
suspended. At the time of the sus- 
pension of the aggregate sum, $193,087.46, 
there was remaining on deposit in the 
hands of the defunct bank, $101,654.85. 
As this loss was held to be due to the 
dishonesty of Hall and Collins, the 
plaintiff insists that the security com- 
pany is liable for the payment on the 
bonds of $33,000, and he asks judgment 
for such a total sum. As separate 
causes of action the claims are based 
on each bond given in order, according 
to the sum specified. 

AGUILAR FOUND GUILTY. 

With the same vicious look and fiend- 
ish smile that is wont toxhover over 
his repulsive features, Antonio Aguilar 
sat and listened to the reading of the 
verdict of the jury yesterday morning, 
which found him guilty as charged of 
assault with intent to commit murder. 
To those who had watched the progress 
of the case and were familiar with the 
circumstances, it was evident that the 
result of the trial accorded with the 
popular opinion that the punishment 
to. follow would be but a just pehalty 
for an unprovoked offense. 

The jury received their instructions 
at 10:20, and in less than an hour an- 
nounced that they had agreed upon a 
verdict, which was soon read. Aguilar 
evinced no surprise upon hearing the 
decision, and stood for a moment talk- 
ing with the members of his family. 
When on his way out with the deputy 
sheriff his insolent nature revealed it- 
self more strikingly than ever, as he 
thrust his big black hands in front of 
the officer and bared his wrists, ex- 
claiming, “‘Put the handcuffs on me, 
you better.’’ The deputy sheriff 
held his temper and marched the Mex- 
ican off to jail to await sentence, which 
will be passed on Thursday. 

The crime of which Aguilar was ad- 
judged guilty was one of the most de- 
termined attempts to murder to be 
found in the criminal records of the 
county. D. C. Richards, an old man of 
good reputation, was passing down Sec- 
ond street one night several weeks ago, 
when Aguilar suddenly jumped out 
from the shadow of a building and com- 
menced shooting. Richards begged the 
fellow not to-murder him, but Aguilar 
fired four shots before he put the 
weapon up. All the bullets struck Rich- 
ards’s body, and it was at first thought 
doubtful if he would recover. Aguilar 
had been livifg at the Richards home 
on the East Side, and it was believed 
that, through his influence, Mrs. Rich- 
ards had become prejudiced against her 
husband, so much so as to make sepa- 
ration necessary. According to Rich- 
ards’s testimony she had more than 
once urged Aguilar to kill her hus- 
band. 

DIVORCE GRANTED. 

Mrs. Adele George has no longer 
need to feel that she owes the devotion 
of a wife to the son of the man whom 
she has formerly been accustomed to 
call husband, for in the divorce case of 
George vs. George, Judge McKinley 
yesterday ordered that a decree be 
granted, as prayed for, inasmuch as it 
appeared that both parties to the mar- 
riage had been the subjects of undue 
and unlawful influence. The history of 
the complicated matrimonial snarl, one 
thread of which the court untangled 
yesterday, is most peculiar;.and more 
or less familiar to the reading public. 
The elder George is said to have ar- 
rived in the country from Texas some 
nine or ten years ago, bringing with 
him a woman whom he introduced as 
his wife, and a good-sized boy, the off- 
spring of an alleged former marriage. 
He loeated almost immediately at 
Santa Monica, where he has since re- 
sided, and his family has grown to 
comprise a number of healthy young- 
sters. One day he claimed to have 
made the discovery that the son was 
occupying relations of closer intimacy 
than those which a stepson seemed to 
warrant toward the mother of his chil- 
airen. Accordingly he mapped ou, a 
very surprising, not to say inhuman, 
line of conduct. Sending for the son, 
he informed him that he would have to 
marry the woman, and at once hustled 


him off uptown to make sure that the’ 


erder was carried out. The woman 
was not agreeable to the arrangement, 
neither was the son; but resistance ap- 
peared useless tn the face of the dire 
threats of the elder of what would fol- 
low in the event of his instructions not 
being followed. The old man accom- 
panied the pair to the County Clerk’s 
office and requested the clerk to issue 
a license. This was done, that official 
suspecting nothing wrong. Then the 
father took them upto Justice Barthol- 
omew’'s court, and they were married. 
Seeing the knot safey- tied, George 
senior departed for his Santa Monica 
home, leaving the recently-married 
couple to shift for themselves, Young 
George said that it was all a “‘put-up 
job” to get him away in order that his 
father could have a free field to wed a 
young woman by the seaside to whom 
he (the son) had been paying some at- 
tention. 

Ola Mr. George was arrested later 
for his part in the transaction, and the 
divorce proceedings concluded yester- 
day. were begun to set matters right 
once more. 

FOR THE DEFENDANT. 

An opinion was yesterday rendered 
by Judge Van Dyke in Department 
Four in the cause brought by William 
P. Martin against Anna C. Smith et al., 
to enforce or secure a lien upon cer- 
tain real estate. 

On the 18th day of March, 1887, the 
plaintiff purchased certain feal estate 
in this city from F. C. Howes and C, E. 
Clacius, and for a portion of the pur- 
chase price made six promissory notes 
payable to the vendors and executed a 


mortgage on the property purchased to 
secure the same. On the 6th of April 
of the same year the plaintiff conveyed 
an undivided ore-half interest in the 
same property to S. D. Crittenden, said 
Crittenden by the deed of conveyance 
assumed to pay the one-half of the six 
notes. During the year 1888, and while 
four of the notes still remained unpaid, | 
Crittenden conveyed his one-half inter- | 
est to the defendant, Anna C. Smith, a 
part of the consideration being the pay- 
ment of one-half of the four promissory 
notes, and it was recited in the deed 
that defendant Anna Smith assumed 
the payment of one-half of said four 
notes. Thereafter the said defendant 
did pay one of said notes, the plaintiff 
himself paying one, and on the 10th of 
October, 1888, there remained unpaid 
three notes. At that time the plaintiff 
and defendant being tenants in com- 
mon the holder of the notes demanding 
the payment thereof, and the defendant 
failing to pay her one-half the plaintiff 
paid and took up the two remaining 
promissory notes. The action was then 
brought to recover from the defendant 
the amount of one of said promissory 
notes of $589.90 and the interest thereon 
from October 10, 1888, and to enforce a 
lien on her interest in satisfaction of 
the same. 

It appeared in the evidence in the 
case that at the time the plaintiff took 
up the last two notes he took the indi- 
vidual note of the defendant, William 
Smith, the husband of the other de- 
fendant, for the amount paid. When 
that noté fell due he surrendered it 
and took a renewal note from Smith 
and required him to obtain an insur- 
ance on his life as security, which re- 
quirement the defendant Smith com- 
plied with. At the time of the surren- 
der of the first note and taking up of 
the last the accrued interest was com- 
puted dnd incorporated in the second 
note, and the life insurance policy is- 
sued and delivered to the plaintiff to 
secure the payment of the same. Dur- 
ing all this time no claim was made by 
the plaintiff to a lien on the premises. 
The plaintiff accepted on his own’ mo- 
tion the promissory note of William 
Smith, in whom he testified he had the 
greatest confidence at the time. He re- 
leased, or caused to be released, the 
mortgage and .permitted the property 
to be conveyed. and afterward took an- 
other note of Smith, secured by the in- 
surance policy referred to. 

The acts and conduct of the plaintiff 
in the premises were entirely incon- 
sistent with the theory that he in- 
tended to rely upon the Hen upon the 
real property standing in the name of 
the defendant, Anna C. Smith, as se- 
curity for repayment. There could be 
no. question but in the first instance he 
relied upon the personal responsibility 
of William Smith and _ subsequently 
upon his personal responsibility se- 
cured by the policy of insurance on his 
life. This being so he must be held to 
have waived all claim to the lien on the 
real estate conveyed to Anna C, Smith. 
Findings and judgment accordingly for 
the defendant. 

PACIFIC RAILWAY CA 

The foreclosure decree in the Pacific. 
Railway case will very likely be signed 
on Thursday and a commission ap- 
pointed to sell the property of the 
corporation. The matter came up for 
discussion yesterday in Judge Van 
Dyke’s court, when it was suggested 
that the present receiver, D. K. Trask, 
be appointed as commissioner to make 
the sale. To this counsel for some of 
the plaintiffs in the action objected, 
on the grounds that Mr. Trask might 
not be as unbiased as,an entirely dis- 
interested party. They would prefer 
that the sale be effected by the Sheriff, 
rather thar that such an arrangement 

made. The court stated that he 
would be more inclined to appoint 
some person other than the receiver, 
and there the matter rested, pending 
the signing. of the decree which has 
been submitted.

A Library of Newspapers. 

The city of Boston has recently 
erected and equipped one of the finest 
public librdries on the continent. It ts 
to have a number of unique features, 
one of which is to be the largest col- 
lection of current newpapers ever gath- 
ered together. 

A resident of Boston -by the name of 
W. C.- Todd has donated the sum of 
$50,000, of which the annual income is 
$2000, to be used for the one purpose of 
paying subscriptions for newspapers 

- published in all sections of the Union 
and in foreign countries. A large and 
well-appointed apartment has been set 
aside for the newspaper reading-room, 
and the Todd fund, supplemented by a 
liberal allowance from the annual in- 
come of the institution, will be devoted 
ta, the sole purpose of maintaining this 
newspaper library. 

A careful selection will be made_of 
about a thousand American journals 
and several hundred foreign news- 
papers, which will be Kept on file and 
open to the use of all visitors. In the 
smaller cities, only one paper will be 
chosen, and an effort will be made to 
secure some represéntative sheet from 
every section of the Union. It is in- 
tended to make the collection a cong- 
plete and universal exposition of local 
interest and developmgnt. The plan 
has never before been attempted on so 
extensive a scale. 

The enterprise is thoroughly signifi- 
cant of the part which the newspaper 
plays in the affairs of today. As Ham- 
let says of the actors, 


“They are the abstracts and brief chronicles of 
the time.”

The Age of Speed. 


Mr. Edison is the great student of 
electricity, and knows, perhaps, more 
of its mysterious workings than any 
other man in the country, and very 


broad are his estimates as to its far- 
reaching results in the future as scien- 
tific research shall enable men to apply 
it to various purposes that shall en- 
hance its applied power and make it 
still more generally the ‘servant of 
our modern civilization. With elec- 
tricity as the propelling power, Edison 
looks forward to the time when we may 
travel over our railroads at the rate of 
at least one hundred and fifty miles 
per hour. “The possible speed,’ he 
says, “is to be limited only by the 
problems of the cohesion of steel in 
the rails and engines."’ Distance, then, 
will practically be annihilated, and the

ty-five feet of the main .entrance to 
any passenger station. It shall also 
be unlawful for any person in charge 
of any sQch hack or wagon to stand 
within the same distance for the pur-% 
pose of soliciting patronage, provided, 
however, that they may so occupy a 
sidewalk for that purpose within that 
distance on the opposite side of the 
street from such depot. It is further 
declared unlawful to solicit in a loud 
or boisterous manner for such pur- 
pose at or near any railway depot. It 
shall also be unlawful to allow any’ 
street railway car to stand within 
seventy-five feet of such entrance. The 
penalty for a violation of this ordi- 
nance shall be a fine not exceeding 
$25, or an imprisonment not- exceeding 
twenty-five days, or both. 
CONTRACTS APPROVED. 

Contracts and bonds approved were 
with J. D. York for inmproving Mon- 
treal street, between Bellevue avenue

Arrival of the Gov. Ames at the 
Port of Redondo. 


The Largest Schooner in the World—Laden 
With 3,000,000 Feet of Lumber— 
Open for Inspection on 
Saturday. 


The largest schooner in the world, 
the Gov. Ames, cast anchor in the bay 
at Redondo yesterday morning. The 
vessel was loaded with 2,000,000 feet of 
lumber, consigned to the Stimson Mill 
and Lumber Company of this city, from 
Seattle, which port she left a few weeks 
ag. 

The Gov. Ames is a five-masted 
schooner, with a registered tonnage of 
17%, and a capacity of 3000 tons. She

TWO BANKS RESUME 


Doors are Again Thrown 
Wide Open. 

The Southern California: National 
and University Banks 


Are Now Doing Business as Before 
the Late Flurry. 


Remarkable Showing of Solvency by All the 
Los Angeles Banks as Compared 
With the Largest Institu- 
tions of the East. 


The Southern California National 
Bank opened its doors afain for busi- 
ness yesterday morning. The Univer- 
sity Bank also resumed. At both in- 
stitutions many friends came in during 
the day to offer congratulations. 

The final word from Comptroller 
Eckels authorizing the reopening. of 
the Southern California National came 
.late Saturday night, and the bank, 
which had been ready and waiting, 
opened up on the first business day fol- 
lowing. ; 

The University, which is a State 
bank, had received its permission from 
the Atorney-General over a week ago, 
but the directors had thought it best 
to wait until the bank was in condition 
to fully meet all possible demands. 
Since the Attorney-General’s vicit to 
Los Angeles the University has been 
quietly adding to its cash on hand, un- 
til it found itself in an impregnable 
position, when jt was decided to re- 
sume business. — 

Judge R. M. Widney was .in an une 
usually happy frame of mind yester- 
day afternoon as he received the Times 
reporter. Depositors been most 
numerous all the morning, and the ratio 
of receipts to money paid out on 
checks had been about five to one 
Judge Widney said the University was 
now in most excellent condition, and 
had $250 assets to every $100 liabilities. 
This is a splendid showing, and cannot 
be exceeded in any of the large money 
centers of the Uni States. In fact, 
the judge pointed t that all the Los 
Angeles banks, with the exception of 
the City Bank, even after a heavy run 
of two or three weeks, in their sworn 
statements of. July 1 show. more assets 
to liabilities than the big banks in New 
York, Chicago or Philadelphia. The 
percentage among the banks in. Los 
Angeles ran all the way from $150 to 


$250 for each $100 of indebtedness, while - 


that of the First National of New 
York, with assets of over $35,000,000, 
was about $130. 

The Chemical Bank of New York, 
with assets of over $37,500,000, shows 
only $125 to every $100 of habilities. In 
Chicago, the First Nationa!, with as- 
sets of $34,000,000, shows a rutlio. of 
In Philadelphia, the Fourth- 
street National Bank. with assets of 
$15,000,000, comes neuwrest the standard 
of the Los Angeles banks, the Quaker 
institution showing a ratio of 133, 
These figures were all taken from the 
latest official report of the Comptroller 
of the Currency, and, as Judge Widney 
hunted them up, he referred with evi- 
dent pride to the fine standing of the 
University Bank in this respect. 

At the Southern California National 
Bank, the day proved a most agreeable 
_Surprise to the officers of the bank. 
Deposits kept coming in with their old- 
time frequency. After the bank had 
closed for the day, the reporter saw 
one of the officers, who gave the fol- 
lowing statement of the first day’s 
business: Deposits, $57,000; paid out, 
ate. a very creditable showing, in-

Another feature worthy of special 
mention is the fact:that neither the 
Southern California nor the University 
Bank accepted any outside aid, but col- 
lected the necessary funds from their 
own resources. 

Bank Examiner Wightman still con- 
tinues in charge of the First National 
Bank. Although the reports have been 
mailed to the Comptroller, it will be 
several days yet before the final: an- 
swer comes from Washington. In the 
meantime, the First National is gradu- 
ally fortifying itself, so that when it 
does open its doors, there will be not

she can easily carry 2,000,000 feet of 
lumber. Her deck capacity alone is 
$00,000 feet, which is equal to the en- 
tire capacity of any schooner ever here- 
tefore at Redondo. 

The Gov. Ames is a new boat, and is 
furnished with all the latest improve- 
ments. She was built in 1889 at Water- 
boro, Me. Her length of keel is 265 
feet, her beam 50 feet, and depth 22 
feet. She has double decks, and is 
fitted with steam for hoisting anchors 
and sails. An elegant cabin, all finished 
in quartered oak, and other evidences 
of modern conveniences, make the Gov. 
Ames the finest, as well as the largest, 
schooner afloat. Experts have pro- 
neunced her a marvel of beauty and a 
model of architecture. 

Her crew consists of sixteen men, 
under command of Capt, C. A. Davis. 
The present deck load, the largest ever 
carried by any one vessel, is now being 
taken ashore. The crew are working 
diligently to have the vessel cleared by 
the end of this week, so that she may 
be ready for the reception of the pub- 
lic by next Saturday. As the schooner 
has been visited and admired by thou- 
sards in San Francisco and other ports, 
it has been decided to set apart next 
Saturday and Sunday, when the people 
of this vicinity may inspect her.

Southern Pacific's New Deal—Bad for Young 
Men, 


The Southern Pacific has made an entirely 
new dealin regard to the building of the 
new road to Riverside. The right-of-way 
agent was again in Pomona yesterday, and 
called at a meeting of the board of direct- 
ors of the Board of Trade. He stated that 
matters were in readiness for the early 
completion of the road, the right-of-way 
having been secured at a certain cost. 
Now, what the Southern Pacific thought 
was, that as the company already had a 
line to Ontario, and it would be quite a 
gain for Pomona to bring the road here, 
that the peopie ought to *‘pungle up,’* soto 
speak. He thought Pomona ought to be 
willing to pay for the right-of-way. 

The directors talked the matter over and. 
decided that it- would be in keeping with 
the spirit of the town to get up the re- 
quirgdamount. Accordingly J. E. Packard 
and Henry E, Strong were appointed as a 
committee from the board to collect the 
money. The committee at once went to 
work, and it is having good success. 

This shows better than anything else 
how the progressive spirit has taken hold 
of the people. If the company had asked 
the amount when the road was first pro- 
jected it would have been easier sailing for 
the Pomona people. They have begun to 
think that the road was coming free, or, at 
most, they thought it would only costa 
little labor on the part of the business meh 
in securing the right-of-way. But nobody 
knows whata railroad will do, and, while 
the people have been somewhat set back at 
this last move, they will do their best to 
meet any reasonable demand. Pomona 
wants the road, and her business men stand 
ready todo everything in their power to 
get it.
